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NEW TWIST IN STORE SAGA 

Supermarket giant Tesco has hit back at critics who have blasted its £183,000 offer to the town over 
expansion plans for its Faversham store. It says it cannot 'just pay the local authority lots of money for an 
extension' and points to the benefits it will bring to the town such as new jobs and more choice.

TESCO has hit back at widespread 
criticism from traders and political 
parties over its community cash 
hand-out ahead of expanding its 
Crescent Road store. 

The supermarket giant has come under fire in 
recent weeks over what is known as a 106 agree¬ 
ment with the council, in relation to the proposed 
extension of the existing Faversham shop. 

Under the terms of the agreement, it has 
offered £183,000 to pay for a variety of communi¬ 
ty projects as part of the multi-million pound 
development plan. 

But Faversham Enterprise Partnership, a body 
representing the town’s traders, said they were 
disappointed at the offer, and suggested it set a 
dangerous precedent for future developers. 

And Faversham’s Labour Party branch labeled 
the offer “derisory”, calling on Swale council to 
insist on £500,000. 

Yet Tesco say this figure is not realistic, arguing 
that a larger 106 agreement could be seen as 
bribery. 

Tesco bosses also said that comparing projected 
profits with the size of the 106 agreement goes 
against government guidelines which state “plan¬ 
ning obligations should never be used purely as a 
means of securing for the local community a 
share in the profits of development”. 

A spokesman said: “Tesco works within the 
democratic planning process at all times, we can’t 
just pay the local authority lots of money to get 
permission for an extension, that would be wrong 
and open to legal challenge. 

“There is strong government guidance for local 
councils in how they agree section 106s; we must

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A cautious 
welcome for 
train victory

FAVERSHAM will receive a 
full high-speed rail service 
in 2009 as rail bosses bow to 
public pressure. 

Tory MP Hugh Robertson, who met 
with the managing director of 
Southeastern Trains, Charles 
Horton, in October, described the 
news as “a very exciting development 
for the town”, although cautioned 
that the battle is only half won. 

Mr Robertson said: “I am delighted 
the new high-speed service will stop 
at Faversham twice an hour and 
believe that it will significantly 
widen the range of opportunities 
open to train travellers in the town. 

“The next battle is to maintain the 
full existing service to Victoria and 
Cannon Street, particularly during 
peak times, as this is vital to 
Faversham’s existing commuters. 

“I am delighted to say that 
Southeastern is extremely receptive 
to this argument and I am hopeful of 
a successful outcome with the 
Department of Transport.” 

The initial plan was for the regular 
high-speed train service to terminate 
at Sittingboume with only a more 
limited service coming on to 
Faversham. Last week’s announce¬ 
ment means the full service will now 
come to the town. 

It will open up the east end of 
London and the Docklands, through 
Ebbsfleet, and provide a through 
service to the north of England for 
the first time. 

Faversham Labour Party 
spokesman Ross Shimmon said: “It 
appears our long-running campaign 
to have the new trains start and ter¬ 
minate at Faversham rather 
Sittingboume during the off-peak 
period has succeeded. 

“But of course that is only part of 
the story and I would say the battle

is about a quarter won.” 

Commuters are still waiting to hear 
about proposed reductions in services 
to London Victoria and Cannon 
Street once the high-speed line is 
opened in 2009, and Mr Shimmon 
flagged up several other concerns. 

He said: ‘We need to continue to 
campaign on many other aspects of 
the proposals; the severe reductions 
proposed for off-peak services to 
Victoria, the ill-thought out idea to 
extend the current shuttle service 
between Sheemess and Sittingboume 
to run from Sheemess to Dover; the 
proposal that travel cards will not be 
available to passengers to St Pancras; 
and the proposed premium fares for 
the route.” 

Mr Simmon pointed out there will 
be no time saved on the London to 
Victoria routes as these trains will 
continue to use the old lines. Only the 
trains to St Pancras will use the high¬ 
speed route for part of their journey.

The supermarket group, which 
stands to make an estimated £360 
million over the next 10 years from the 
Faversham store, claims the extension 
will provide a multitude of advantages 
for the town, and that local people are 
looking forward to a larger store. 

A spokesman said: “The real story 
here is the millions of pounds of 
investment that Tesco is putting into 
securing the future of the historic 
Grade II listed brewery buildings. 

“Bringing them back into use as 
apartments and a restaurant will 
improve the area. The extended store 
will create dozens of new jobs and 
attract more shoppers to the town. 

“The feedback from last year’s public 
consultation was good, showing wide 
support from local people for our plans.” 

The extension, which will expand 
the supermarket’s product range into 
clothes and white goods, has con¬ 
cerned the town’s traders who say it 
will put them in direct competition 
with the retail giant.

Landlord's musical friends stage gig 


BETWEEN them they have 
played alongside some of 
music’s legends - and rocked 
crowds of hundreds of thou¬ 
sands. 

But on Sunday it was in the rather 
more modest surroundings of a village 
pub that they combined to make up a 
super-group in front of just 300 music 
lovers. 

The Three Mariners in Oare was the 
unusual setting for the gig - but not 
when you realise who the new land¬ 
lord is. 

Hamish Stuart, 59, was a former 
member of the chart-topping Average 
White Band, and toured the world as 
a backing musician to ex-Beatle Paul 
McCartney. 

He recently took over the pub and 
to mark the occasion invited some of 
his musician chums from the world 
of rock and jazz to play with him as

part of the band Jim Jam. 

And instead of the 30 expected, 
more than 300 people turned up to 
catch them in action. 

Playing were jazz guitarist Jim 
Mullen, bassist Pino Palladino who 
has just finished touring with The 
Who, drummer Ian Thomas and key¬ 
board player Graham Harvey of soul 
jazz legends Incognito 

It may not be the Maracana in Rio 
- where 250,000 fans once rocked the 
stadium as Mr Stuart played guitar 
with Paul McCartney - but 
Yourswale was in on the action in a 
packed pub. 

Mr Stuart, who has also been play¬ 
ing in Ringo Starr’s All Star Band 
said: “It’s great to get all the guys 
together to play. 

“But I am also really enjoying run¬ 


ning the pub. Making records and 
writing songs is a sedentary sort of 
thing but this is pretty active. 

“I’m in and out of the cellar like a 
crazy man.” 

And as the band prepare to record 
their second album, he’s enjoying get¬ 
ting back to basics. 

“After all, playing this sort of venue 
is where we started and there is an 
instant connection with the audience. 

“They are a few feet away instead of 
10 metres so you can see every face.” 

But for now he and wife Claire are 
concentrating on building up the pub 
business. 

‘We love Kent,” he said. ‘You can 
turn a corner and find the most amaz¬ 
ing places, orchards with roads weav¬ 
ing through them. 

“I enoy it all - all is part of life’s rich 
tapestry. Our chef will say when I 
come in with dirty plates ‘it’s a far cry 
from the Maracana or Shea Stadium’ 
but I love it.”

Creek's paddle 

A ONE-off payment of £20,000 has been 
won to help revitalise Faversham Creek. 

Town councillor John Coulter per¬ 
suaded members to double the amount 
of money given to the creek consortium, 
a body responsible for regenerating the 
creek and developing its traditional 
maritime industries. 

Cllr Coulter told fellow members, who 
were planning to give £10,000 to the 
creek consortium: “If we get the creek 
right, it will be of benefit to the whole 
town.” 

The payment would match those being 
made by the municipal charities. 


THE OUTCOME of top-earning 
council chief executive Mark 
Bilsborough’s long-awaited disci¬ 
plinary hearing is expected to be 
delayed for a fortnight. 

Proceedings were halted last 
week as Mr Bilsborough’s mother 
passed away at her home in 
Blackpool. 

The hearing finally began on 
Thursday, January 10 - more 
than a year after the 47-year-old 
was placed on fully paid ‘garden¬ 
ing leave’. 

It had been due to conclude by 
the end of the month but has been 
postponed until all parties can 
agree on a restart date. 

Mr Bilsborough, who earns 
about £150,000 a year, went 
before employment and discrimi¬ 
nation law specialist John Bowers 
QC to answer complaints lodged 
against him in December 2006. 

The expert will rule on whether 
to bring Mr Bilsborough’s short 
tenure at Swale council to an end. 

Mr Bilsborough, who took 
charge of the council in January 


2006, has been on paid leave from 
his position for 13 months, when 
criticisms were filed. 

An ‘investigatory panel’ met in 
August and voted to appoint an 
independent expert to probe the 
case and make a ruling. 

Matthew Sinclair, policy analyst 
at the Taxpayers’ Alliance, hit out 
at the time it has taken for the 
case to reach this point. 

He said: “Residents in Swale 
have seen their council tax rise 
year after year. They shouldn’t be 
paying an enormous salary to an 
official who isn’t even in work. 

“Too many times we’ve seen tax¬ 
payers footing the bill for lingering 
disciplinary proceedings that 
should be dealt with more quickly.” 

Council leader Andrew Bowles 
said he was “terribly frustrated” 
the process had taken so long. 

He said: “It does take an inordi¬ 
nate amount of time to reach a 
resolution but if taxpayers were 
in that disciplinary situation they 
would expect the same protection 
as laid down by Parliament.”

Professor lifts lid on how

COUNTING Status Quo, Sinead 
O’Connor and Turin Brakes among 
his customers, dedication has paid 
off for Canterbury luthier Alister 
Atkin. 

The guitar maker, based in an unassuming 
industrial unit at Hersden, has been crafting 
instruments - including mandolins and sever¬ 
al types of acoustic guitar - since he first made 
one as a pupil at St Edmund’s School. 

Mr Atkin said: “It’s all I’ve ever done, and all 
I’ve ever really wanted to do. It becomes some¬ 
thing of an obsession. I lay awake at night 
thinking ‘I wonder if that combination of wood 
would work? I’ll try that tomorrow’.” 

After learning joinery at the esteemed 
London School of Furniture, Mr Atkin 
became apprentice to local luthier Andy 
Crockett, and they still share the workshop 
in Hersden. 

Over the last few years Mr Atkin has built

250 guitars, experimenting with woods and 
finishes and winning fans among some of the 
world’s most famous players. He has even 
taken on his own apprentice who will help him 
up production from 50 to 100 instruments a 
year over the next 12 months. 

Mr Atkin is currently working on an instru¬ 
ment for ex-Pulp guitarist Richard Hawley, 
but remembers when it was a struggle to sell 
any of his instruments. 

He said: “At the beginning I had to do as 
much networking as possible. There was lots 
of knocking on doors and thrusting guitars 
into people’s hands. 

“My first break came with a guitarist called 
Boo Hewerdine. We were able to get reviews in 
magazines and it really took off from there. 

“Status Quo was an accident. An engineer 
had invited me up to a studio to meet Richard 
Ashcroft from the Verve, and I went up and 


spoke to him for a bit - he was a really nice 
guy - and left him a guitar. 

“About a week later, the engineer phoned me 
and said ‘Richard says it’s not really his cup of 
tea, but Status Quo have just been in and they 
want one each’.” 

Unlike American makers like Gibson and 
Martin from whom Mr Atkin draws inspira¬ 
tion, Atkin guitars, while not cheap by most 
people’s standards, represent an affordable 
way into the exclusive world of hand-built 
instruments. 

He said: “I started in a garage in Bridge near 
Canterbury, then I moved from various sheds 
and farm buildings until we came here. I 
remember thinking will anyone really pay 
more than £1,000 for one of my guitars? 

“My guitars are quite traditional. Acoustic 
guitarists in general are quite conservative, so 
I don’t offer anything too wild, although we 
will discuss what the customer wants. 
Although they normally come to us because 
they know what we do best.”

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Why did you start Help for Heroes?

wife Emma and I were privileged 
enough to meet the wounded at Selly Oak 
Hospital in Birmingham. We walked into a 
ward of thirty or so soldiers, sitting or lying on 
their beds, in t-shirts and boxers and they 
were wounded. 

They were not lying there under white 
sheets like in the movies, they were on top of 
the bed-clothes and they were missing arms 
and legs. One man was missing both his legs 
and his neck was in a brace. He was consoling 
the son of another soldier who had died in the 
incident in which he had nearly died; it was 
profoundly moving. 

We came home determined to do something, 
it is difficult not to want to do something when 
you meet these people who are so brave, mod¬ 
est and humorous. And so Help for Heroes was 
born.

( The response has been amazing, are you surprised by 
the scale of public feeling this represents? 

No. People are basically good, decent and 
caring. Sure, we get bound up in our lives, 
swept along with the current of jobs, families, 
stress, hassles. We have not become bad; we 
are just busy. But we have noticed an amazing 
generosity of spirit coming through Help for 
Heroes. By stressing that we are non-political 
and non-critical, we are enabling people to 
divorce their lack of support for the wars from 


their feelings of admiration of those who are 
fighting them. We can show our support, by 
donation, for those servicemen and women 
who join the armed forces to serve their coun¬ 
try and are wounded doing their duty. And this 
has been borne out by the donations flooding 
in. 

We raised nearly £1.5 million in nine weeks! 
Surely that is unprecedented. The goodwill is 
infectious, and this feeling, this crazy, naive, 
fun, but ridiculously addictive desire to make 
this work, to make a difference. People are 
enjoying catching this virus, this desire to 
help, to do something really great, to buck the 
system.

Policeman Evan Jones, 
who previously 
worked in Faversham,

What are the differences and similarities between 
your old patch and the new one? 

Sittingbourne is far more urban than Faversham and this 
does pose plenty of different challenges, but the main 
themes remain the same; anti-social behaviour and the fear 
of crime. 

Are there any challenges specifically relating to your 
new area? 

New developments of housing and the proposed expansion 
and re-development of the town centre will bring many 
new challenges for policing in general in the town. 

Which partners do you aim to work with and how 
does this help? 

I will be working with all partners including the 
Community Safety Partnership, which includes housing 
agencies, Swale council as well as health, education, high¬ 
ways, Kent County Council and the most important agency; 
the community. This will be driven through the extensive 
networks of meetings that have been set up on the wards 
in Sittingbourne, where people can come and talk to offi¬ 
cers directly about any problems they are having. 

You've been working on the force for quite a long time. 
Have the methods and aims of policing changed much 
since you first walked the beat? 

The methods have changed greatly, especially with new 
technology and vastly improved communications. Crime 
has become more sophisticated but our goal remains the 
same; to protect the public and keep them safe from what¬ 
ever threat they are faced with, whether this is terrorism, 
violent crime or anti-social behaviour on the street corner.

Back on the 
road again 

Folk legends mark milestone with tour 



CELEBRATE the 40th 
anniversary of a music leg¬ 
end when Fairport Conv¬ 
ention arrives in Kent. 

The band has attracted a huge fan 
base during its four decades in the 
business, as well as developing the 
world famous music festival at 
Cropredy. The line-up features 
founder member Simon Nicol on gui¬ 
tar and vocals, bassist Dave Pegg, 
Chris Leslie on fiddle, mandolin and 
vocals, violinist Ric Sanders and 
drummer Gerry Conway 

Over the years there have been 
many line-up changes, break-ups, 
reunions and even tragedy, as well as 
some unforgetable music. 

The band began as a four-piece in 
1967, which rehearsed at the family 
home of guitarist Simon Nicol. The 
house in North London was called 
Fairport, which inspired the name. 

The first line-up lasted for just one 
gig in a church hall. When a young 
drummer, Martin Lamble, saw them 
perform, he decided he could do a 
much better job and took over the 
role from Shaun Frater. 

Recruiting a female singer, Judy 
Dyble, helped the band stand out 
and, after playing at a number of 
underground venues, they were soon 
signed up to Island Records. With the 
addition of an extra male vocalist, 
the self-titled debut album was 
released by the end of 1967. 

Things were going well, with the

band on the brink of inventing the 
new genre of folkrock. A French lan¬ 
guage version of Bob Dylan’s If You 
Gotta Go just missed out on a Top 20 
chart slot, but it did lead to an 
appearance on Top of the Pops. 

Then tragedy struck when the 
band’s van crashed, killing Lamble 
and Jeannie Franklyn, the girlfriend 
of guitarist Richard Thompson. The 
devastated survivers almost gave up, 
but eventually they went back to the 
studio and recorded the classic 
album Liege And Lief in 1969. 

During the 70s, there were a bewil¬ 
dering number of line-up changes 
and by the time the group stabilised, 
Fairport found itself without a record 
deal. 

A farewell tour was staged and the 


final outdoor concert was held in the 
Oxfordshire village of Cropredy, 
where bass guitarist Dave Pegg 
lived. The following year, they per¬ 
formed a reunion concert at the same 
spot and the festival was bom. 

There were more line-up changes 
during the 80s and 90s and for a 
while there were two versions of 
Fairport running in parallel. But the 
21st century has seen a stable and 
successful band, enjoying popular 
tours and some new albums 
released. 

Fairport Convention was given the 
Lifetime Achievement gong at the 
BBC Radio 2 Folk Awards in 2002, 
while album Liege And Lief was 
voted the best folk album ever. It also 
won a Gold Disc in 2006 for its con¬ 
tinuing sales.

THE Aviator pub, at Queenborough on 
the Isle of Sheppey, celebrates Britain’s 
aerial heritage and has recently been 
renovated.

Thanet Business College and the 
environmental foods group 
Produced in Kent are backing the 
scheme, along with Tourism South 
East and the South East England 
Development Association. 

Sue Gill of the tourism group said: 
“The South East has a reputation 
for great food including our gastro- 
pubs, restaurants and hotels and 
this scheme aims to help the hospi¬ 
tality sector step up another level.”

Depp's demon 
performance

“I’LL admit it - I have shaved a 
grown man before,” laughs Johnny 
Depp, who lathers his customers 
before slitting their throats as the 
eponymous murderer in new musi¬ 
cal Sweeney Todd: The Demon 
Barber Of Fleet Street which hit 
the big screen on Friday. 

“He is alive,” says Johnny of his ‘client’. “He’s 
walking round to this day” 

The movie - for which he has just scooped a 
Best Actor Golden Globe and last week an 
Oscar nomination for the same award - pro¬ 
vided a new challenge for the 44-year-old, 
whose chameleon-like ability to slip into any 
character and make him original is legendary 
But Sweeney Todd wasn’t about mere acting. 

“I had never sung a song,” reveals Johnny, 
who used to play guitar in an 80s band called 
The Rids. 

“I was the guy who would come in and sing 
the harmony, very quickly. It would be all of 
three seconds and then I was out.” 

However, he admits that music was always 
his first love. “I wanted to be a rock star,” he 
says. “I didn’t even think about acting. I was a 
musician for years before I did a movie.” 

So when long-time collaborator Tim Burton 
came along asking him to take on Sweeney - 
based on the famously-intricate Stephen 
Sondheim stage musical - Johnny decided to 
participate in his own mini-X Factor. 

He called ex-bandmate chum Bruce Witkin 
and went into the studio to record one of the 
film’s songs, on the proviso that Witkin told 
him truthfully if he had the vocal ability to 
pull off the entire movie. 

Witkin remembers: “I said ‘Do you want the 
good news or the bad news?’ Johnny said,

Well, give me the bad news’. And I said, ‘The 
bad news is you’re going to have to do this’.” 

Johnny signed up, playing the doomed anti- 
hero who turns to murder after his family is 
stolen from him and he is unjustly imprisoned 
for 15 years. He is joined by Helena Bonham 
Carter as his accomplice Mrs Lovett, the lady 
who comes up with the plan to dispose of the 
dead bodies by turning them into delicious 
pies. The rest of the cast includes Alan 
Rickman as baddie Judge Turpin and Timothy 
Spall as the evil Beadle Bamford. 

“Sweeney’s obviously a dark figure,” explains 
Johnny. “But I think hyper-sensitive. He has 
experienced something very traumatic, a 
grave injustice and I always saw him as a vic¬ 
tim. Anyone who is victimised and then 
becomes a murderer can’t be all there.” 

Complete with gothic wardrobe and bouffant 
locks highlighted by a shocking streak of 
white, the actor ends up sounding pretty good.

Johnny says Sweeney and his Cockney 
brogue is not based on anyone in particular. 
The voice, he says, comes “just from spending 
time over in Britain”. 

The UK is now only a short hop from his 
base in France, where he lives with his two 
children and girlfriend Vanessa Paradis. “I 
don’t hang out with anybody who is famous,” 
he says of his laid-back Gallic existence. “I 
don’t know who is rich or poor or successful 
and it feels good.” 

Indeed, he manages to pretty much stay out 
of the tabloids, relishing his family time. 

“I just want to spend as much time with my 
kids as possible,” he says. “Doing simple things 
like going out to the trampoline and swing set, 
or just looking in the garden to see how the 
tomatoes are doing - old man stuff.”

IMAGINE flying thousands of 
miles to escape the hassles of nor¬ 
mal life and commune with nature 
in the raw - and ending up instead 
with noisy neighbours. 

They roll back in the early hours, oblivious to 
those trying to sleep, carry on noisily partying 
and woe betide anyone calling time on their fun. 

That’s exactly what I got on safari in Kenya. 
For two nights outside my tent in the middle 
of the bush, starting with the regularity of 
clockwork at 3am I could hear obscene grunts 
and panting, and heavy bodies lurching about. 

A nightmare? No, a dream come true and 
rather than pulling the duvet over my head 
and cursing I watched the outrageous antics 
from the safety of my tent window. 

That was because the creatures aping the 
behaviour of the worst kind of ‘chavs’ abroad 
were hippos. 

Fat, noisy beasts whose hygiene leaves a lot 
to be desired - their idea of a spa break is 
basking in thick mud on the side of the river 
bank - were frolicking only a few feet away. 

Being so close to them was just one of the 
magical moments on an adventure in the heart 
of one of the most spectacular game reserves in 
the world, the Masai Mara in Kenya. 

Every year, this National Park welcomes the 
Great Migration - two million wildebeest, 
zebra, and gazelle from Tanzania in search of 
lush grazing. 

They join the resident community of other 
animals, including a star cast known as the 
Big Five because they were the most coveted 
by hunters - lion, African elephant, buffalo, 
black rhino and leopard - and a host of lesser 
players from hyena to monkeys. 

For the first two nights we camped at 
Governor’s II Moran on the banks of the River 
Mara in a huge tent with reassuringly solid 


‘walls’ of double-thick canvas. It came com¬ 
plete with electricity, king size bed, crisp cotton 
sheets, and ensuite bathroom with a Victorian 
rolltop bath, shower and flushing loo. 

There are only 10 tents at this intimate, 
exclusive sanctuary, which has no fences and 
blends so smoothly into the environment that 
the wildlife feels as ‘at home’ wandering 
through as paying guests. Guards are on hand 
at all times to avoid any close encounters of 
the wrong sort. 

While facilities and food at the camp are of 
the highest 21st century standard, the safari 
experience is like stepping out of time. Awoken 
for tea at 6am - sunrise and sunset are the 
best time to see the animals - we climbed 
sleepily into an open truck to ‘stalk’ the game. 

Time and again our guide took us almost 
within touching distance of the game. 


Nothing compares with the prized sight of a 
pride of lions. After hours of scanning the 
plains, there’s a real thrill of achievement 
when you find them. 

Later, our superb three-course dinners in the 
open air were enlivened by the musical accom¬ 
paniment of the noises of the bush - croaking 
bullfrogs, crickets and the far-off cries of 
hyena. 

It was soon time to drive up into the hillside 
to our next stop. Mara Bushtops is like an 
eagle’s eerie with spectacular views across 
Mara Siana wildlife conservancy, bordering 
the Masai Mara. 

Its accommodation is five-star, with tents on 
solid wooden floors facing out over the valley. 
A verandah, complete with a hot tub allows 
you to ‘wallow’ in much the same way as ani¬ 
mals at the waterhole far below.

Amanda judges time is 
right to get out of Africa

LAST time we heard about 
Amanda Holden, the actress had 
discovered a dead body in the 
woods while she was out on a run. 

It was in November and the star was out for 
a jog with her personal trainer when they 
happened across an unfortunate soul who had 
hanged himself from a tree. 

“Can I just say, when I found the dead body, 
the papers said I was 39 and I’m 36!” she says. 
“I was more traumatised by the fact they got 
my age wrong than the fact I found a stiff. 

“I’m so terrible, because obviously someone 
did lose their loved one and I don’t mean to be 
flippant. 

“I did say I could take over from Amanda 
Burton in Silent Witness now, because I wasn’t 
fazed by it, purely because I didn’t think it was 
real. 

“It was awful, but not as traumatising as it 
could have been.” 

At the moment she is in gruelling training 
for this year’s London Marathon. “I won’t be 
like Jade Goody,” she reveals. “I am training 
three or four times a week. I’m knackered. I 
went out this morning. It’s good though, 
because you can eat loads of cake.” 

It’s a typical Amanda response - self- 
deprecating, witty, honest. 

Whatever you may think of her past tabloid 
travails (though that stuff has all settled down 
now she is happily ensconced with beau Chris 
Hughes and baby Lexi), she’s never less than 
cheerily candid, an increasing rarity amongst 
celebs. 

That’s why she has to actively stop herself 
when asked about her exit from Wild At 
Heart, the third series of which is now 
underway on ITV1.

“I can’t discuss the ending,” she giggles. “I 
keep getting into trouble for giving it away.” 

Amanda plays vet’s wife Sarah in the show, 
who along with husband Danny (Stephen 
Tompkinson) has made a new life for herself 
on a nature reserve in Africa. A warm and 
cuddly weekend drama, the end of her 
contract meant an important decision, though 
not, it turns out, a difficult one. 


“To be honest, it wasn’t,” she admits. “Lexi is 
nearly two now and it got to the point where I 
couldn’t take her out of the country for six 
months of the year. It’s not fair on my family, 
it’s not really fair on her. 

“She was a babe in arms last year, so I had 
her on set all the time. But she’s inherited the 
noisy gene from her mother and she’s not 
really quiet on set, so we both got told off a lot 
for speaking. She’s walking around and there’s 
a lot of poo and creepy-crawlies, so it’s not 
really the best environment for her.” 

Nonetheless, shooting her final scenes ended 
up being one of Amanda’s best experiences 
working on the show. 

“It was brilliantly exciting, because it’s all 
very action-packed. I felt like GI Jane, because 
it was physical and with lots of screaming,” 
she explains. 

“It was an emotional day, but it passed and 
the people that I loved there I’ll stay in contact 
with, so I haven’t lost anything really.” 

Is there a chance she will come back? “I did 
have lunch with the producer who is trying to 
make me come back!” she laughs. “So that’s all 
I’ll say. He can’t afford me. Now I’m working 
for the Cowell, my expectations are high.” 

She confirms she is back alongside Simon 
Cowell as a judge for the next series of Britain’s 
Got Talent, which is set to begin filming this 
month and transmit later in the year. 

“I’m loving the light entertainment side of 
things at the moment,” she says. ‘We start 
filming for three months, going round the 
country, auditioning.” 

That said, she is only signing up for one 
series at a time, partly so that she can try and 
combine it with acting and her home life (she 
reveals that 2008 “will be” the year she finally 
gets married) and partly so she can focus her 
energy on the Marathon, which she is doing on 
behalf of the Bom Free Foundation, of which 
she is a patron.

Bonus drop puts 
locals on ladder

But what really impresses about all Versos 
is their driving appeal. 

The T180 is particularly good, with dra¬ 
matic low down pulling power from its 
175bhp 2.2-litre turbodiesel making for 
impressive acceleration through a crisp and 
precise six-speed gearbox, yet it is neither 
raucous or coarse so an average of 40+mpg 
and relaxed motorway cruising is also part 
of the package. 

Ride quality is a shrewd mixture of comfort 
plus taut handling with feedback through the 
wheel excellent for this class - whisper it, but 
I quite enjoyed a week with the car, mostly 
driving solo. 

Versatility and space is top notch with both 
rearmost rows of seats folding flat to the floor 
for easy loading in Van mode’. The middle 
ones also slide to vary boot space or legroom 
for those in the rearmost seats. 

Like many rivals, using full seven-seat 
capacity means that boot space is modest, 
though no buyer of seven-seaters in this 
class should expect to use the cramped extra 
pair more than occasionally - for the school 
run perhaps.

Exports still strong 
despite downturn 


MANUFACTURING demand in the South 
East has remained firm in the face of serious 
concerns of a global economic downturn, 
according to the latest CBI Industrial Trends 


survey. 

Three months ago bosses 
were expressing their fears 
as the credit crunch began to 
bite - but their pessimism 
faded as orders for British- 
made goods continued to hold 
up and exports grew at their 
fastest rate for 12 years. 

Malcolm Hyde, CBI South 
East Regional Director, said: 
“Manufacturers share simi¬ 
lar concerns to other sectors 
about the economy - a fear 
that rising costs might 
become combined with slow¬ 
ing demand. 

“Thankfully, the expected 
wobble in demand didn’t 
materialise in the last three 
months and orders for 
British-made goods have held 
up, particularly from abroad. 

“What we are seeing is part 
of a necessary rebalancing of 
the economy, in the face of 
slowing consumer spending.” 

He said the dilemma now 
facing the Bank of England 
over interest rates is to weigh 
risks of a slowdown with the 
real and present pressure on 
prices in both factories and 
other areas of the economy. 

“Price pressures from oil 
and food costs will bring 
higher inflation in the short¬ 
term and may push the infla¬ 
tion rate further above target 
during 2008, making the 
Bank’s decision even more 
difficult,” he said.

Although export orders in 
particular are remaining 
healthy, rising food and 
energy costs mean bosses 
expect their domestic prices 
to go up at the fastest rate 
for 13 years, pushing up 
export prices faster than 
they have done over the last 
two years. 

Demand has continued to 
grow, with 28 per cent of 
firms saying total new orders 
increased in the three 
months to January compared 
with 17 per cent reporting a 
decrease. This exceeded 
expectations, but slower 
growth is expected in the 
next three months. 

But demand this quarter 
was for the most part driven 
by export orders, no doubt 
helped by the weaker pound - 
though much of the currency’s 
depreciation occurred after 
the survey was conducted. 

Exports grew at the fastest 
rate since October 1995, but 
concerns that political and 
economic conditions abroad 
will limit orders over the 
coming three months have 
increased slightly since 
October and expectations are 
for flat growth in the next 
three months.
